The U. S. steam revumic cutter Shu- 
brick, brin;];iiig Victor Smilli, Collector of 
the Puget Sound District, arriveil hero llii.s 
morning shortly bofuro 11 o'clock from Port 
Angelo8,;having {Ijsft San Francisco for that 
port on Ihe 25th inat., at 7 M.

English News. 

Our last report of the I'^iiglisli news was up 
to tlio 7tli of June, and the arrivnl of an- 
Giber mail, with dates up to July I3lh, brings 
us further particulars, . rosppcting, mattora Bci- 
cntiGc, literary, and polUieal. Tbeabuseof tlio 
British people by Amefiean journaUsts is gen- 
orally regretted, more eopeoittlly as motives arc 
assumed without aoy attempt boiug made io 
prove their truth. ' Tlab Timen states that it 
entertained better hopes ot Americans of the 
liigher riuik, and expected thut thoy would 
have formed a sounder judgment upon actual 
events, and a justor estiinato of humao uio- 
fives, 'I'lie hatred of the South towards Great 
Kritain is not deemed remarkable, inasmuch as 
the Southern leaders counted upon British iu- 
tnrfercnco from raorccnary motives, and were 
egrcgiously disappointed. " Had f'ritsiu been 
disposed to interfere," says the Times, "It is a 
fact known to llio world, that sho would have 
been backed up and assisted in that iuterfer- 
cucc by the first military nation in Europe." 

'J'hc 'limes' rcmarlca, and thoso of the press 
gouerally, respecting Canada, calling upon her 
to defeud herself, were somewhat premature. 
Lord Falmcrston has stated in the House that 
British troops will not be withdrawn from 
Oanada, The Kingdom of Italy is recognized 
by the English Government, as well as by KoS' 
sia. The Slave bill has been read a second 
time in the House of Lords. 
' The Gghting before llichmoiid is treated as 
a severe reverse for the Federals by the wiiole 
press, the Post arguing that practically the 
scheme against liichiiiond has failed, aud the 
llcitild stating that although the Confederate 
capital is safe, the campaign in Virginia is nol 
ended. The liim's urges tlial Ihc fighting b 
fore Eichmoud must have been of the Iiighcst 
importance; that McOloIian'a position is pre 
carious, and that tlie of South is strong enough 
to hold its own in Yirginia for a term that may 
be'indefmilely prolonged. The Herald is the 
only journal which openly cncourageii the idea 
that the civil war in America will be forcibly 
, .terminated by the interference of European 
" powers. If the present English Ministry is 
unable to retain office, such a policy might 
bo pursued by Lord Derby's Government. The 
Herald is the cnly conservative organ whose 
opinions can be regarded asofiicial. The news 
0* the fighting before Richmond has created a 
good deal of excitement in London, as well as 
the impending Quancial crisis. The Xcw York 
correspondent of the London 'limes asserts that 
the capture of Eichmond will not end the war 
in America, but that it will be simply trans 
frrred farther South. A peaceful separation 
is pointed to, as the only solution of present 
dilBcalties. '" Let France and England extin 
.guisli 'tbis fratricidal conflagration," says the 
DispateJi, _ 

Great distress appears still to prevail in 
. Lancashire, and a meeting at Stackton has 
adopted a petition to Parliament not to hesi- 
tate iu acknowledging the Southern Coufcd 
eracy, so as to obtain a supply ef cotton. Tlic 
Times deprecates this movement. The distress 
in the district of Wigari is thus described by 
Mr. Farna!, thu Government Commissioner in 
a letter addressed to the guardians : '■ I must 
lell you that three are eighteen mills which 
have wholly stopped work, and that the stop 
page has thrown no less than G800 persons 
wholly out of work. To coiuo to the real 
number thus affected you must nuiltiply that 
uinnber by two, aud thus you will arrive at the 
number who must be requiring some sort of 
aid, either from charity or from the rates, in 
consequence of the (J ,800 being absolutely out 
of the receipt of wages allogethor ; for if they 
are out of receipt of wages their families 
must, to a great extent, be out of broad, and 
therefore the number thrown into difBcnlty 
from the stoppage of these mills must be esti- 
mated at 13,G00. In addition to this, there 
are 400 hand-loom weavers out of work. 
There are also five mills working three days in 
the week, employing 2000 persons, aud there 
are two mills employing ;i30 persons, working 
full time. 1 cannot give you a better idea of 
what the distress must be among the^o people 
than by showing the ioss of weekly wages, 
Tlic loss of weekly wages to these 0,800 per, 
sons thrown entirely out of work, is no less 
than i;.'!, lOO ; the loss of wages entirely to the 
2000 persons working short time is X!"iOO, and 
the loss of wages to the 400 hand-loom weavers 
is. £180, so that there is a weekly loss of wages 
within the township of Wigan and its suburbs 
of £4,480." This is but a small modicum of 
the distrcffl consequent upon the American 
difficulty. There is a continued agitation 
throughout Lancashire for the total repeal of 
the duties on yarns and cotton goods imported 
to India, and frequent deputations are sent to 
London to press these views upon the atten- 
tion of Her Nfajesty's Ministers, •oniparing 
the statistics of pauperism between April, 
1B()2, and the previous year, in Ohesliire and 
Lancashire, we find that there has been an in- 
crease at the rate of about CG per cent., or 
two tiiirdB. From statistics issued iu May wc 
learn that there has been an average increase 
in the iHiinbcr (d paupers at the rate of a 
thousand a wcelc. 

It is with great regret that wo record the 
death of lim well known liistoriaii Henry 
Thomas Buckle, which took place at Damas- 
cus on the 3Lst of May. The " History of 
Civilization," thu first volumo of which ap- 
peared in 1858, was a work which gave Mr. 
Buckle a European tepuuiion. Mr. Buckle's 
i.lheoryoyas lhal-lho progress of civilization is 
'(iUlribuJ'ublo to Us intellectual aotiviiy, and 



his ideas in respect to Cliristi.inity in its re- 
lation to civilization have mot witli more 
opposition than npproval. Mr. Ijuckio was 
the ion of a London ineruhant, and entered a 
oommercial house, which ho left on the death 
of his father in 1840, in order to devote him- 
self entirely to literary pursuits. 

The Social Science Association have held 
some meetings, and at one an interesting 
paper was read by a Mr. J. Hyde on lbs 
Amusements of the VVorking Classes. Mr. 
Hyde recommends «pnrtioularly the oatab- 
lishment of market gardens in the suburbs 
of towns and the encouragement of vegeta- 
ble show?, also the formation of bowling- 
greens, Hkittlo-giouiuls, coit-groundd, and 
cricket clubs detached from public lioiises. 
It i.i undoubtedly a fact that people crave for 
excitement of some kind naturally, and if 
good omusements are not found for them 
they will have recourse to those bad nmuso- 
raeuts which vicious and unscrupulous men 
are only too happy to supply. 

States News. 



Vancouver Island. . 




We have no space except for a brief no- 
tice of matters in the States. Things look 
unfavorable to the North. Whether they 
are so or not is another question. The South 
and West appear to bristle with guerrillas. 
They have sprung suddenly into importance 
as if by coimnaiui cf a central head. Hut 
beyond attracting allention or diveriin^; the 
Federal forces in erery direction to suppress 
lliem, it is dinicull to iinagitie how thoy can 
aid very greatly in the work of iiulepoiid- 
ence. The grand centre— the seat of war — 
is still Virginia. No important battle has 
lately occurred ; but it is apparent that an- 
other struggle is impending. The Confed- 
erates are tryitig to surround McClollan and 
by starvation or assault force him to surren- 
der. Their taoties are on a grand and daring 
scale. They are menacing — aggressive — 
threatening the capital — Washington. To 
meet their new movements, Gen. Ilulleek is 
made coannander-in-chief of the army, with 
his headquarters at Washington. There is 
an evident feor there that whilst McClollan 
and Pope are oucupied, a dash will he made 
for the capital. The Confederates oaniiot 
wait till 300,000 more men are in the field 
opposed to them. Their blows will liavo to 
fall thick and fast, else resign the contest. 
A week or ten days hence will not unlikely 
bring us stirring news.

Un tlic fidlowing day, I!th, l!ie jiarly pursued 
llieir route along tho river, v.iiich they crossed 
twice It continued naviu'iible, rtiiinin;; about 2 or 
;! miles an hour, averaged 100 ynids wide, and was 
about () feet deep The miides slate that il i.s ncv 
less than tlirco feel at lh(^ linvi sl stage, 
they passed over sever.d hill-hides to avoid tho 
,-ivi r. Tho country continued level, with fine 
gr.izing Hats of several thousand acres. On the 
loth they crossed several swamps of half an acre 
each, or less, and GO lo 100 feet wide, the only ones 
un the whole route. The route bud bo«n so far on 
(liy, hard, clear and teed r/rotmd, with the excep- 
tion of the hill-sides above mentioned, Iho lii({hcst 
cf "hieli mi'.!lit be about .VJ feel. 

On the Kiili the parly entered the valley which 
forms the oiuniiig Ihroiigli llie Cascade moun- 
tains ; three miles below, Ihe river beronics ob- 
structed with rocks, ami at t!ie end of 7 miles, or 
■t miles fnrllier, reaches the h'orks, where it falls 
lull) the Kaslern or main branch of the llomalhcn. 
The noble river wdiicli ihiis winds ils soiiUi-westcrly 
and afterwards nuo e Konllierly course from Talca 
Lake to the (.'.iscade mcunlaiiis is free from snags, 
riii'Ks, raplils, or siiarp terns, ils hanks are cov- 
ered with lirs and cypress el' Ihc linest growth, 
and it is certainly navigable for light orufc during 
a ounsiderablo portioii of the year, thus forming 
with the lako a water communication of 95 miles. 

Tho vidleys of tho two rivers form a considera- 
ble angle at tho Forks, to avoid whiuh the party 
took a short ent and passed over a glacier, which 
comes down about three miles below from a gorge 
on the wcslcrii side.
